In view of the fact that KATZ knows the Spagiish language, 
it has occurred to us that he may possibly be acting as a direct 
intermediary between the Commnist Party of Spain and the Comintern 
headquarters in Paris. So far as we know he is not actually in Spain 
at the moment, though Isabel BROW! has asked MINZENRERG whether he 
might accompany her delegation to Spain, as interpreter.
